They Are Now Only Six Miles 
From Town on Lake Garda. 





Positions In the Carnic Alps Have 
Been Strenctheued by the Occu- 
pation of Zellonkoffel Peak—Fif- 
teen-Day Battle Is Raging Along 
the Izonzo — Bombardment of 
Malborghet Still Continues, 


LONDON, June 29. — Through 
passes 5,000 feet in altitude tbe ILtaJ- 
jans have entered the Austrian ter- 
ritory south of Riva on the western

lake. 

A despatch from Udine says: “The 
bombardment of Malborghet contin- 
ues."” This laconic phrase has been 
repeated daily since the bombard- 
ment of the Austrian positions just 
west of Tarvis begau on June 12, To 
understand its meaning one must 
realize that the struggle is occurring 
in the very heart of precipitous 
mountains, which rise between the 
Italians and Austrians like a titanic 
wall, 

Alpine soldiers bave still further 
strengthened their positions in the 
Carnic Alps by the occupation of 
Zellonkoffel Peak, a mountain 2,500 
feet bigh, west of Freikofel and 
Monte Croce Pass, Zelllenoffel forms 
a part of the Kellerspitzen table- 
land, from which the march down 
upon Plocken can be achieved in a 
couple of hours. 

Tbe enemy is continually growing 
in number, and never lets the night 
pass without a strenuous attempt to 
recapture Frejkofel, but with all bis 
brave perseverance he bas quite 
failed to gain any permanent footing 
in the face of the withering fire of 
the Italian batteries. Along the 
Izonzo River the battle which began 
fifteen days ago is still raging. Ital- 
fan covering troops are in close con- 
tact with the Austrians, who have 
retreated under the protection of 
their fortresses at Tarvis, Tolmine 
and Gorizla, 

For several days the enum has 
succeeded in playing terrible havoc 
with various villages, many of the 
inhabitants of which were killed or 
maimed by exploding shells from 2 
cleverly concealed battery of 12-inch 
guns.

In north Poland the Germans have 
launched another attack against 
Warsaw in the form of a drive from 
the north through Przasnysz. 

The new blow at the Polish capital 
bas been preceded by a terrific artil- 
lery action. The fact is recorded by 
the Russians themselves, but it is 
too early to say whether it means a 
serious offensive, the first clash hav- 
ing developed a bayonet encounter, 
the result of which neither side re- 
cords, 

Neither Berlin nor Vienna makes 
reference to the coutlict in this re- 
gion, confining their statements to 
the Galician situation, where vic- 
tories are claimed jn various sectors, 
from the Bessarabian frontier to,

HERDS.” 





“I Myself will be the Shepherd of 
My sheep.”—Verge 15. 
—June 27.—Ezekiel 34.— 


O-DAY’S Study is a parable 
applicable, we believe, at 
the present time: It begins 
with an arraignment of the 
pastors of the Lord’s flock. 
It accuses them of appropriating the 


‘wool and devouring the best of. the 


flock, but neglecting to lead them to 
the ‘green pastures’ of God’s Word 
and to “the still waters” of Divine 


Truth. The parable pictures the 
Lord’s flock scattered here and 
there, some wounded, some torn, 


some lean and hungry, all neglected 
by the false shepherds, . 

We understand this as signifying 
God's true saints. Nominal Chris- 
tianity fares well enough, but the 
Lord does not recognize nominal 
Christians in His flock. They are 
goats, not sheep. The unfaithful 
shepherds who neglect the sheep are 
often quite busy with the goats— 
the worldly elemenis of their con- 
gregations. These do not care for 
spiritual food; they must be provid- 
ed with entertainments, suppers, 
sociables, discourses on politics, or 
harmless dissertations well filled 
with jokes. Do they not furnish 
most of the money? Would they not 
withdraw from the church if spirit- 
ual food were dispegsed? For these 
some are providing ‘“‘smokers,"’ par- 
ish houses supplied with games, ete. 

The shepherds were not appointed 
by the Lord to 
look after the 
goats, but after 
the Lord’s sheep; 
and this prophecy 
is a reproof to 
them. God's true 
flock is scattered, 
in. many denom- 
inations and out- 
side of all. They 
become the prey 
of the beastly of 





the world, and 
The Good Shepherd, Te ensnared in- 
to various false 
doctrines. For this condition the 


Lord holds the unfaithful shepherds 
responsible.—Verses 8-10. 

Many Bible students believe that 
this Scripture is being fulfilled— 
that we are living in Christ's Par- 
ousia; and that He has been present 
in the world for some years past, 
gathering His truly consecrated 
people out of all sectarian system 
and from the world. The Great 
Shepherd’s voice amongst His sheep 
is to be heard now; for it is the 
time of His Second Presence. He is 
about to complete His flock of this 
Gospel Age and to forify them with 


Himself in the First Resurrection.

Bolivia’s Electrical Storms. 

Owing to the peculiar topographical 
formation of Bolivia, electric and otber 
Phenomena are of constant occurrence, 
the principal zone where such dis 
turbances take place being the Altl- 
planicie, or grand plateuu. As the ate 
wospbere is beuvily charged with elec- 
tricity botb in summer und winter, 
dry or electric storms are of frequent 
occurrence botb on the plateau and to 
the valleys. Before the rulpy season 
sets in electrical accumulation becomes 
considerable on the pluteuu region, its 
most vivlent manifestations taking 
place toward the eustern section of the 
tablelands. An electrical sturu in these 
fegions ig alwuys a «most imposing 
Spectucle, as the tremendous force of 
the wind. almost equu! tu a hurricane, 
aud the beavy electrical accumulation 
in the clouds produce terrible atinos- 
pherie explosions and violent detunna- 
tions, while the surfuce of the gruund 
spurkles and crackles,

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Now is the time to remove all drone 
combs from the brood nest andgreplace 
them -with good worker combs, If 
worker combs are not available, then 
use frames with full sheets of founda- 
tion iu them. 

All queenless colonies should be giv- 
en young queens that can be secured 
from the queen breeders in the south- 
ern states, and {if it is not convenient 
to send for them then give from some 
strong colony a nice. comb of young 
brood with freshly Jaid eggs in it, und 
from these queenless colonies several 
good queens can be reared and the en- 
tire aplary requeened. 

It’s a mighty good thing to reqneen 
the entire apiary every season, for it 
not only means less swarming, biit 
more bees raised from a vigorous queen 
and an upbuilding of the stock. 

The honey from the early fruit bloom 
will be the honey on which the early” 
brood is reared, while the main sup- 
plies from the early flow will be in 
June from the clovers. 

For this reason it is best not to place 
supers on the hives until the proper 
time arrives, though this is not an 
infallible rule, as one should be guv- 
erned by the condition of the brood 
nest, 

If the tops ef the brood combs are 
filled with honey and nicely capped 
with new caps, then put the supers ov 
for either comb or extracted houey.—

The Last Battle Fought on the Soil of 
Great Britain. 

The last battle fought on the soll of 
Great Britain took piace in the middle 
of the eighteenth century. 

While George 11. ef. England was en- 
gaged in the war of the Austrian suc- 
cession Charles Bdward, who was call. 
ed the Young Pretender, a grind. 
son of King James Il. of England, 
landed in Scotland and made two at- 
tempts to obtain the throne of bis 
ancestors. He was victorious ip the 
battle of Falkirk, but the Duke of 
Cumberland, son of George II., baving 
been recalled from the continent to 
take command of the king’s forces, the 
Pretender was entirely defeated ut 
Culloden moor, a plain in Scotland, 
four miles from Inverness. This was 
the last battle fought on the island of 
Great Lrituln and took place April 16, 
1746, aud It was also (be Inst attempt 
on tbe part of the Stuart family to 
recover the throne of Greut Britain. 

Charles Edward Stuart escaped to 
France after he had wandered for five 
months in the highlands, pursued by 
his enemies. He died in Rome Jan 
80, 1788. The Duke of Cumberland 
gave no quarter. The wounded were 
all slain, and the jails of England 
were filled with prisoners, many of 
whom were executed Among the 
latter number were Lords Balmerino, 
Kilmarnock and Lovat—Lovat being 
the last person who was beheaded in 
England.—Philadelphia Press.

Kneels Before Altar of Heaven— 
Ancient Manchn Rite.- 

President Yuan Shih Kai appeared 
before the alter of heaven in Pekin 
and revived the worship of heaven at 
the winter solstice, an observance 
neglected since the passing of the 
Manchu dynasty in 1911. In this the 
President. of the Republic took upon 
himself « function and rite which in 
the past always has been reserved to 
the Emperor of China in his capacity 
of Tien Tsz, or Son of Heaven. 

The President worshiped at the fa- 
mous circular altar, the most impor- 
tant of all Chinese religious struc- 
tures. It is located in a sacred park 
three miles from the palace of the 
emperors and is surrounded by sacred 
buildings. This altar formerly was 
regarded in China as the centre of 
the universe. 

Yuan Shih Kai submitted a bill to 
the.Chinese administrative council 
last January prescribing the worship 
of heaven and of Confucius for the 
President of China, and the measure 
was passed by the council]. This act 
was regarded as tantamount to estab- 
Hshing a state religion for China. 
During the deliberations of the coun- 
cil it was set forth that the President 
of the republic should worship at the 
Temple of Confucius and at the tem- 
ple of heaven ann:ally, as had been 
the custom of the Chinese Emperor. 
The worshiping of: ths President be- 
fore the altar of heaven appears to be 
a carrying out of the purposes then 
set forth. The President was instruct- 
ed on these religious; occasions to 
wear the robes of the high dukes de- 
signed during the Chow dynasty in 
the year 1122 B.C. It was then taken 
for granted that all the old time rites 
would henceforth be re-established 
with Confucianism ag the state reli- 
gion, swinging back the pendulum to 
where it was before 1911.

SUCCESS FROM FERTILIZING. 


Vegetable Matter and Nutrient Quali- 
ties Found In Stable Product. 

The success frum fertilizing is due to 
two facts, the readiness with which 
the fertilizer gives up its nutrient parts 
and the ability of the land to hold these 
nutrient parts and keep them from 
being washed away before taken up. 

Loamy or so called rich so{ls hold 
their nutrient part in readiness because 
there is sufficient vegetable matter to 
make it light. This gives a chance for 
the air to ald the germs of fertilization 
to increase and multiply, to prepare the 
substances to be taken up by the 
plants, 

Heavy clay soil produces slowly until 
the vegetable matter increases. Sandy 
solls unless well supplied with vegeta- 
ble matter permit the fertilizer to filter 
away beyond reach of plant roots be 
fore the plants get all out of it. 

Tor general purposes stable manures 
give best results all around. They have 
the vegetable inatter os well as the nu- 
trient qualities. In some kinds, such 
as cow, sheep manures, etc., the nu- 
trient qualities are more quickly avail- 
able than in horse manure. Horse ma-

high. Have this pile turned over into 
a new pile every three months. Be 
sure the water can get to it once or 
twice a week to prevent heating. 
When ready for use none of the valua- 
ble ammonia bas escaped and the en- 
tire mass is unsurpassed by any fer- 
tilizer, 

Do not follow the idea that when 
planting trees you should put fertilizer 
at the bottom ofthe hole. Plant your 
tree, and when within about two inches 
of the top place your fertilizer and cov- 
er over with soil. The rain will wash 
the essence down to the roots. 

The same practice can be followed 


with established trees. Care should 
be taken that the fertilizer does not 
touch the bark or roots. Remember, 


trees take up food with their tibrous 
roots, and fibrous roots usually are 


| near the ends of big supporting roots, 


and tree roots usually go as far out- 
ward as the branches extend. 

This tells where to apply fertilizer. 
It does no more harm to feed your 
trees, etc., once an yeur than it does to 
treat yourself right. The old, foolish 
argument that forest trees are not 
fertilized will seem more foolish if you 
give it a second thought. 

There is no reason for broudcasting 
manures in the vegetable garden. It is 
wasted energy. Apply manure to each 
hill or row, with dirt between it and 
the seed. This gives the greatest re- 
sults for the least expenditure of time 
and money. No need to feed weeds,

Bullets a Minute. 

The machine gun, which pours forth 
a direct hail of small caliber vullets, is 
one of the deadliest weapuns of wod- 
ern warfare.
